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Budget groups begins allocations 


Administrative cost assessment of 3 percent discussed

The second meeting of the organization responsible 
for allocating nearly half a million dollars of student 
fees was marked by discussion of preliminary numbers 
for student government and its agencies. 

The Student Activities Budget Commission 
met to consider student government's 
operational budget and the programming 
budgets of its four agencies — American 
Multicultural Student Agency, 
International Student Services, Network 
for disAbled Students, Women’s 
Resource Center as well as Gender and 
Sexual Orientation Student Agency. An 
overview of AMS’s operational budget, 
but not a vote on its initial allocation, also 
took place during Monday’s meeting. 

SABC is charged with budgeting 
the Fund A portion of the University 
Programs and Facilities Fee. Fund 
A money goes to support student 
government and its agencies, Student 
Programming Organization and about 
30 percent of the Gateway. Last year, 
SABC allocated $253,171; this year the 
requests total about $447,000. 

During the meeting, the Senate’s 
operational budget was approved, 
and. $182,785 was allocated, with 3 
percent taken out for administrative 
costs. Agency Programming was also 
approved, allocating $35,750, before the 
3 percent deduction. 

AMS was asked to prepare more 
details on specific line items, including its remodeling. 
Those details will be presented during the final 
aHocation meeting, which is scheduled for March 3. 

One of the reasons for the noted increase is the 
funding of the Maverick Connection program, a 
newspaper partnership that brings copies of The 
New York Times, USA Today and Omaha World-Herald 
to campus at a charge of about $5 per student per 
semester.

finalized Monday, with Student Government Vice 
President Buey Ruet’s picks for students-at-large 
being made during last Thursday’s emergency Student 
Senate session. Ruet appointed, with the senate’s 
confirmation, Nick Almazan, Kimberly Coleman and 
Michael Smith. 

Smith, who was absent from Monday’s meeting, 
resigned as a senator in April 2006 after articles 
of impeachment were drafted against 
him for missing too many meetings. He 
also resigned in Sept. 2006 as recording 
secretary, because he was unable to attend 
executive council meetings. 

Smith said he was absent Monday 
because he had not been notified of the 
meeting times. 

“I don’t know a lot about SABC, but 
I do feel that students need to have a 
voice where their fees are being allocated,” 
Smith said. 

David Ogden, an associate professor 
of communication, was also appointed 
to the commission as the second faculty 
member. 

During the meeting, Director of 
Student Organizations and Leadership 
Programs Barb Treadway explained that 
3 percent of all Fund A allocations were 
already allocated for administrative costs, 
waivers and other expenses. 

Kathy Pfeiffer, UNO’s budget 
coordinator, said’ that the deduction had 
been calculated in previous years but 
was forgotten last year, creating a budget 
shortfall. To avoid that problem this year, 
the university decided to make SABC 
aware of the deduction and require the commission 
to account for it while allocating funds. 

“There always has been an administrator fee for 
services, for administering Fund A,” Pfeiffer said. “It 
goes to support the bookkeeping and those functions 
of Fund A; it goes to the university’s role in Fund 
A.” |

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Public defender appointed in murder case

The attorney for the Omaha man 
accused of murdering a pre-nursing student 
withdrew during a hearing Tuesday and 
was replaced by a public defender. 

Douglas County Attorney Don Kleine 
said the public defender was appointed due 
to lack of funds to pay for the defense 
attorney, John Kohl. 

Kyle Bormann, 19, was chanped with 
first-degree murder and using a firearm to 
commit a felony. He was apprehended after driving through 
the crime scene where 21-year-old Brittany Williams was 
found dead. 

Williams was shot in the head while sitting in the 
drive-through lane of Kentucky Fried Chicken /Long John 
Silver’s restaurant at 7601 N. 30th St. on Jan. 21. 

According toa police statement released on the incident, 
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Kyle Bormann 


Bormann was seen running, from his car and 
throwing a high-power rifle to the ground. 

Police said that during an interview 
Bormann had admitted to shooting Williams. 

Douglas County Attorney Don Kleine also 
filed notice of aggravating circumstance on 
Jan. 31, asserting that the shooting was racially 
motivated. 

“If the jury finds [Bormann] guilty and if 
the aggravating circumstance exists, a three 
judge panel is called to decide between death 
penalty or life in prison,” Kleine said. 

Bormann has waived his preliminary 
hearing and will remain jailed without bail. 

Kleine said the trial would be entering the discovery 
process. After the police investigation iS concluded, all 
evidence and information would be passed on to the 
prosecution and defense attorneys. 

Kleine also said that all pre-trial motions would also be 
filed at this point.

Blood drive for custard

Students who gave a pint of blood on Wednesday got a 
pint back — of custard that is. 

The Omaha American Red Cross, in conjunction with 
the UNO Honors Program, sponsored a blood drive in the 
Milo Bail Student Center. 

“The drive held at UNO today wasa great success despite 
the bad weather students still showed up to support their 
community and donate blood,” said Danelle Schlegelmilch, 
the communications and public relations specialist of the 
Midwest region for the American Red Cross. - 

“The blood drive went really well. We had a goal of 57 
units, and we got 62. We appreciated all the support,” said 
Alicia Krogstrand, the Honors Program treasurer and blood 
drive coordinator. 

According to a press release, to encourage students to 
donate, the American Red Cross and the restaurant, Culver’s, 
united to offer each presenting blood donor a free t-shirt and 
a coupon for a pint of Culver’s custard. 

The program, called the “Give a Pint, Get a Pint’ 
campaign, is part of a state-wide promotion. 

“This promotion we are doing with Culver’s in the 
month of February is with five different colleges in the 
state of Nebraska. So, it was really cool that UNO was able 
to participate. The local owner of the Culver’s in Omaha 
donated all the pints of custard, so it was really nice of them 
to do that,” Schlegelmilch said. 

In April 2007, the American Red Cross discarded 59 units 
of blood that were raised during a Greek Week blood drive 
after quality control assessments determined students might 
have given inaccurate medical histories in order to donate 
blood. Doubts over the blood were raised after volunteers 
of the American Red Cross became aware that the incentive 
program's rules had changed. 

Schlegelmilch said it was important to have all incentive 
programs offered to all donors, whether they actually donated 
blood or if they even made an attempt. 

“The whole thing with the Greek drive is that they were 
only offering the incentive to people who actually donated 
blood and not to all presenting donors and we did not know 
that until the blood drive was about over. By then it was kind 
of one of those things that they had to make a decision,” 
Schlegelmilch said. “So, they went ahead and canceled it for 
that drive just to make sure everything was good to go and irr 
the future that this kind of thing wouldn’t happen again.” 

Schlegelmilch said while that specific drive did not go 
well, the Red Cross will continue to work with UNO and its 
organizations in the future. 

“It’s always better safe than sorry when you're dealing 
with the precious lives of all the patients here,” Schlegelmilch 
said. “As far as I know, we'd love to work with the Greek 
organization again.”

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Legislative drug bill could criminalize hallucinogenic plant in Nebraska

Salvia divinorum, a psychotropic herb native to 
Mexico, remains legal in the majority of states, but 
Nebraska Attorney General Jon Bruning is looking to 
change that. 

“There are nine states that have passed laws 
making it illegal. My goal is to make Nebraska the 
10th,” Bruning said. 

Salvia has been widely available since the mid 90s 
primarily as a smoked herb that causes hallucinations 
and out of body experiences. 

In recent years, it has received negative media 
attention, which alerted Bruning to the drug. 

After seeing videos on YouTube of individuals 
under the influence of the drug, Bruning said “it 
became clear to [him] that there was a potential 
problem.” 

The bill, Legislative Bill 840, would list salvia in 
Schedule I Uniform Controlled Substance Act, on par 
with psychedelic mushrooms and LSD. Possession 
would constitute a Class IV Felony, with a penalty of 
up to five years, and distribution would be a Class III 
Felony, with imprisonment of up to 20 years. 

According to the bill, the herb Salvia divinorum 
and the component Salvinorin A, along with all parts 
of the plant, including seeds, extracts, derivative, 
mixture or preparation of the plant would be illegal to 
possess or distribute.

The bill would not allow for salvia to be obtained 
for medical research, Bruning said. 

“You might be able to find some pot-smoking 
scientist in California that thinks it’s a good idea, 
but generally I would not say there are scientists that 
thinks this is a useful drug for research,” Bruning 
said. 
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Wayne Briner, a professor of psychology at UNK, 
has done research of salvia on lab animals, and said he 
disagrees with Bruning. 

“If you look at the national library of medicine, 
just in the last year alone, there has been somewhere 
on the order of 25 papers published on salvia and 
salvinorin A, and its effect on brain chemistry,” Briner 
said. “In particular, it is used in either anesthesia 
or pain relief, which is showing a fair amount of 


However, others apply the cost to Fund B. 
“Fund B is charged primarily, because those units 
are operated by full-time professional staff members, 


and so they are considered auxiliary departments in 
university, because they don’t receive state funding,” 


said Stan Campbell, associate vice chancellor for 
student affairs at UNL. “The vast majority of Fund A 
are funded through UPFF or self-generated income. 
So we look. that there. .is a,cost associated with 


providing those services for Fund B} so there should ¢ 
be appropriate compensation.”

“What makes salvia so interesting it has a very 
high margin of safety. I’ve given animals ... hundreds 
of times more drug than [it] would ever take to have 
a physiologic or psychological effect on humans, and 
the rats showed no indication of overdosing.” 

If LB 840 were passed, Briner would have to 
dispose of all the salvia in his possession and his 
research would come to a halt. 

Marcia Adler, director of Student Health Services, 
said the media attention on the drug was only causing 
more problems. 

“It’s the junior high kids that are being impacted 
the most,” Adler said. “They see from the news that 
the ‘big kids’ are doing it and want to try it out.” 

Briner said that salvia may warrant some controls, 
but shouldn’t be illegalized in Nebraska. 

“Perhaps, a better strategy that could be solved 
very easily would be simply by prohibiting the sale of 
salvia, period. That would dry up the Internet source 
of salvia, which is where 99 percent of this stuff is 
coming into Nebraska from,” Briner said. “That's all 
they would have to do ... and it would pretty much 
go away.” 

If LB 840 passes, Bruning said he does not see a 
big change in.the way law enforcement would work 
with salvia. 

“It would just then be lumped in with other drugs 
that we enforce against, but I don’t think there will be 
any special additional enforcement,” he said.

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Online to-do lists provide options for organizing, procrastinating tasks

I'm a to-do list junkie. 

These brilliant tools combine two of my favorite aspects 
of managing projects: organization and procrastination. I 
simply can’t get enough of them. 7 

A good to-do list can be an incredible boost to yo 
productivity, allowing you to perform triage and make 
sure the important things get done and the less-important 
things get squeezed in when possible. 

To-do lists also provide incentive for people, like 
myself, that want the satisfaction of feeling one step closer 
to being done with a project (or the guilt of realizing you 
have only completed 4 of 53 tasks you wanted to get 
done). 

Of course, for a 


biggest appeal of to-do lists is it provides 

you with justifiable, meaningful use of time that actually 
avoids doing: real work, at least until you’ve itemized 
everything you have to get done. 

Like-many people who use to-do lists, I've come to 
realize the advantages of using a Web-based product for 
keeping mylists. Online to-do lists provide easy access 
from anywhere and rarely leave an intrepid reporter/ 
overwhelmed student without the ability to know exactly 
what he should be doing instead of watching Super 
Tuesday results. 

There are many useful, free Web sites that offer 
to-do lists, and carefully examining each one would be a 
Herculean task. Here are some of my favorites, along with a 
couple other popular options and innovative alternatives. 
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Todoist.com 

Todoist is currently my online to-do list of choice. It 
offers an easy interface and the bare-bone essentials for 
a list with an emphasis on due-dates. It also allows for 
structured lists, i.e. lists with sub-tasks, sub-sub-tasks and 
so on — even sub-projects are implemented, where entire 
clusters of tasks can be minimized with a single click. 

Todoist also. offers a flexible presentation by allowing 
you to search for tasks based on when they are due 
and what their priority is. For instance, my homepage 
displays only those tasks that are overdue or due today 
and tomorrow. Custom searches, such as for overdue and 
highest priority tasks, are easy to make with a search bar in 
the upper-left corner of the screen. 

I would highly recommend this service to anyone 
looking to start an online to-do list.

Voo2Do.com 

This clean to-do list Web site was 
my first real experience using an online to-do list. Before 
I stumbled across Voo2Do, I just used Microsoft Word 
documents for my list (which might not be such a bad 
idea if you're fond of using Google Documents or even 
keep a Word document up-to-date on UNO’s myFolder 
service. ..). 

‘The appeal of Voo2Do for me, besides the amusing 
name of the service, is the ease of associating tasks with 
projects. I also enjoyed the relative ease of sharing a copy 
of my list on a Web page that can link my friends to, which 
is a great way to show my Facebook friends why I’ve not 
been posting on their walls much the past week. 

Another feature of Voo2Do that has its appeal is 
that you can keep track of an estimated time to complete 
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working on the project. This is useful, for instance, for 
someone working in software development, which is what 
motivated the service's creator. 

My major grievance with the Web site is that it bogs 
down when you add too many tasks. Using my syllabi at 
the beginning of the semester, I created a list of everything 
I needed to do for all my classes this semester and that 


effectively made Voo2Do useless. 

If you have specialized needs (like a programmer) 
or only have a few tasks, I would highly recommend this 
service.

While it’s a great service for keeping track of lists of books 
to read, a Christmas card mailing list or similar ideas, it’s 
not that functional as a to-do list because it lacks due dates 
and priorities — two things that are a must for keeping 
organized. It’s not a bad solution for someone who wants 
something very simple, though. 

Rememberthemilk.com, provides a nice compromise 
between function and interface like Todoist. Milk also has 
built-in contexts for personal, study and work tasks, which 
is nice for most students making to-do lists. Still, when 

it comes down to it, Milk 
Ta-da Lists ist quite as clean or easy to 

use as Todoist, although it’s 
probably No. 2 in my book. It’s certainly worth checking 
out if you're searching for a to-do list service.

Coheed and Cambria open tour with Linkin Park at Omaha's Qwest Center

With the arrival of big name artists hitting Omaha this 
month, local music fans are sure to be pumped about the 
return of progressive rock band Coheed and Cambria on 
Feb. 12. The Qwest Center will host the quartet, which just 
finished headlining the “Kerrang!” tour in the U.K., with 
fellow rockers Chiodos and Linkin Park also on the ticket. 

Just minutes before playing a sold-out show at Cardiff 
University, C & C guitarist Travis Stever spoke with the 
Gateway about their fourth album and their upcoming tour. 


I’m going to start off with a question you guys probably 
get asked most often. How did you come up with your 
current band name? I know it’s changed a few times since 
the band was originally formed. 

We had a band name before that we were all very 
unhappy with. After doing small, mini tours, we got picked 

up by an established label called Equal Vision Records. We 
were never really happy with our name to begin with and 
other people in the industry voiced their opinion about us 
coming up with something that suited the band more. 

Our music had changed and we wanted to 
be taken seriously. Claudio, our lead singer, had been 
working on stories about two characters named Coheed 
and Cambria and we all really liked that. So when 
we decided to take on the new name, we adopted the 
stories too and the whole saga that went along with it. 


In Oct. 2007, you guys released your fourth album, “Good 
Apollo, I'm Buring Star IV, Volume Two: No World for 
Tomorrow. What's been the most difficult part about 
recording this album? 

We went through a lot of band changes between our 
third and fourth albums. Our drummer and bass player 


had to leave. 
I'm not going to speak for either one of them, because 


‘they both had their own things to do. Our bass player 
was in an existential crisis of sorts and dealt with different 
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problems within the clichés of the music rock world. There 
were a lot of personal deep things that he was dealing with, 
not just your chemical dependency bullshit. 
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Coheed and Cambria’s latest album, released in October, 
completed the four-disc tale of the band’s namesakes. 


Claudio and I were up shit's creek witiiout a paddle, 
essentially. We lost two important people in what we were 
a huge part of. Claudio and I sat down together and ironed 
out some songs. Claudio started on keyboards. Chris 
Pennie joined us as our new drummer and became huge 
influence on writing process of album. He’s such a great 
person to work with. 

He’s really drivenina way worked out perfectin the end. 
Mike, our bassist, was doing so well and wanted to 
play with us again. We tested it out and it worked for 
everyone. He helped put together his parts of the album 
and it all came together even better. He did a great job 
and this band is the way we'll stay. We're very happy. 


All of Coheed & Cambria’s albums have a science fiction 
concept. How have fans responded to that? 
The Coheed & Cambria stories are based off of real life 


experiences — it’s an actual story. 


Real life experience tends to dictate what happens 
throughout the story. We’ve already gone through three 
albums, but we decided that on the last album, we didn’t 
want to have that big long name on the CD. It seemed 
annoying to keep that. But big fans of ours are also big fans 
of the story. Now we're telling the prequel of Coheed and 
Cambria and we saw an opportunity to take it further. 

It’s become a huge part of this band. It [the story] doesn’t 
need to be known to be a fan of this band. Lyrically, listeners 
can be connected just by a normal listening connection. I 
find that once people get really into the band, they’Il want to 
follow the band, even though we don’t necessarily push that. 
What's it going to be like playing with Linkin Park, who 
has experienced as much success in past years as you 
have? 

It's going to be exciting. We're really interested to see 
how things will work. They've been around just as long 
as we have and from what I’ve heard of their new stuff; 1 
like. They have also experienced changing things up like 
we have. It will be interesting to be on this bill with three 
different bands. 


Is there anything special or different on this tour in 
particular? 

We try to get ourselves ready to put on a great 
show because that’s what people are coming for. We 
have minimal amount of visual stuff on this tour. 
Normally, we tend to incorporate more on a tour, 
especially when we did our headlining tour. We like to 
have our audience have something to look at besides us. 
As far as what to expect, we give it our all. We do a good job. 
How can I possibly say that without sounding egotistic? We 
do our best and we hope our fans enjoy the shows.

That's it. You should then have an e-mail labeled 
“todo” in your inbox shortly with your item. Simply 
archive or delete the e-mail once you’ve completed 
the task, and you have a to-do list function-accessible 
anywhere your cell phone works that’s. already 
integrated with your e-mail.

It also 
saves the minute or so necessary to wait for a confirmation e-mail from another service. Is 
that enough to make it worth using? Absolutely not, but it’s there if you want to anyway.

Then, the Mavericks got healthy and made a 
resounding statement. 

Last weekend, UNO trampled over No. 3 Central 
Oklahoma-the defending 
national champions-and 
No. 4 UNK in back-to-back 
nights. The Top 4 is slowly 
sorting itself out and so far, 
UNO.is doing the sortings -.-. 

“Garcia and Wahle will 
both be in the lineup for 
this Friday’s one versus two 
showdown, andahungry and 
confident group of Maverick 
wrestlers have purple and 
gold on their minds. 

“They are going to 
see a different team,” said 
sophomore Jacob Marrs, Division II’s No. 2 wrestler at 
197 pounds. “We'll have Garcia in the lineup, and we 
feel like every guy has gotten better since the national 
duals.” 

Wrestling fans can enjoy the meet live on NET or 
see it happen in person at the Lee and Helene Sapp 
Fieldhouse. The first bout is set for 7 p.m., and tickets are 
free to all UNO students.
